_ IMPORTANT NOTIFICATION. 
Tho following ciroular has been forward- 
od to us for publication :— 


Dear Sir,—The undorsigned took over 
the management and control of the Hong- 
kong Public Library at the beginning of 
Feb., 1806, upon Dr Cantlio’s departure 
from tho Colony, and for s time there 
seemed to bo a prospect of the Library 
being carried on as & pormancnt institution 
without any change. Ceol aay: 

‘Applications for subscription proved, 
however, that the hopeful appearance of 
the subscription list wns delusive, inasmuch 
aa Dr Caatlio had, by virtue of his own po- 

1 persons: to join 
the Li who had’ nu ‘intention of bo- 
coming pormanent subscribers and resigned 
their membership aftor his departure from 
the Colony upon being applied to for sub- 
seriptions. . 

"Pho list of subscribers to the Library 
consequently dwindled, considerably,” an 
about the close of jast year it bocamo 
apparent that there wére only sliout 70 to 
80 genuine sunual subsoribors to the Libra- 
ry, and at tho preseht moment there are 
only 74 annual subscribers, 

@ annual subscription boing 
a year, 74 subscribers will unly ‘produce 
$740 & year, ond inasmuch as the expenses 
of the Library amount.to $25 a month for 
Office ‘rent, $15 a month for the Librarian, 
$7.50 for the coolie and & few dollars a 
month for sundries, or (say) roughly $50.8 
month, it will readily be perceived that 
there: is an inadequate margin of money to 
invest in booke. 

Tho number of books takon out be- 
tween the Ist January 1897 and the Léth 
May 1897, that is to say, during 195 days, 
amounted to 1,134 books.

ARSON. CONVICTION AND SENTENCE. 

The heiring of the charge of arson 
agsinst Wong Lin Kin waa resumed, . 

Tho jury were ;—Mossra Chan He Wan, 
J. Mdo zario, D. F, 0. da Roza, L. R. 
Ruchwaldy, Luis Ken QOheo, H. MoPhail 
hand P. E. Silva. 

Hon, W. M. Goodman,  Attorney- 
Genoral, .inatructed by Mr H. L. Dennys, 
Crown Solicitor, ‘conducted the prosecu- 
tion; Mr E. Robinson, instructed by Mr 
Deacon, defended the prisoner. 

"The Sergeant Interpreter at the Central 
Police Station read the statement of the 
prisuner when charged with the offence. 

‘co enid—! I was asloep in the Accountant's 
room-when the fre broke out. When I 
got up the fire was burning close to my 
person. My noso was suffocated by the 
amoke. Tran out at the door; I shouted 
out twice, ‘* Runaway, run away ! " Jran 
back to my mother’s place.’ 

Mr Robinson then adiressed the jury 
for tho defonce, He said the charge was 
phort of the most serious charge ; the charge 
was of the extremest gtavity and aubject 
to a maximum penalty of penal servitude 
for life. His clignt was charged with sctting 
fire to a house, thereby causing tho death of 
porsons, ard if he was found guilty of that 
charge he was guilty of the grave charge of 
murder. Why should the prosocution have 
shrunk from the capital charge? A man's 
liberty could depend as his lifo eould do- 
pend upon the sume evideneo, and if there 
was not euffciont to take his life, thero 
waa not suflicient avidence to support the 
charge. ‘The procudure was contrary to 
the English practice. Lf the jury stated 
the prisoner committed arson then he com- 
mitted mirder. ‘Tho case was one of cir- 
cumstantial evidence, The jury were not 
all Europeans, aud ho did not know how 
much they were acquainted with forensic 
English—the English they had to repeat in 
this Court—and he trusted those who were 
read in European jurisprudence, would re- 
member that the law administered in that 
Court was British law, and that they would 
judge and decide by. European law and 
principles, If the place was chokeful of 

oads and tins of kerosine wero found lying 
about, and if they wero sure that the tins 
were put there by tho people’ in the house 
thers would be atrong circumstantial 
ovidenes for o case of arson. The evidenco 
of the small quantity of goods having been 
gent away was therefore not sufficient to 
support the charge. His caso was not con- 
troverted at all by any witnesses. Tho re- 
insurance of these premises. did not go to 
show that anyone had any intention of com- 
mittingany crime. I¢wasdonein theordinary 
course of business ‘in ‘tho absenco of the

prit? Might not some other person have 
put tho tins in-the-shop whilce-defendant 
was asleep? Thoy had hoard a lot sbout 
the pieces of quilt found beside the kerosine 
ting, and might not the pieces of quilt have 
been used to quiétly place the tins there 
without arousing the persons asleep ?_ Why 
should the prisoner be suspected 7 -Ho had 
only been o short time in the shop, about 
a year, and prisoner had_no motive for set- 
tiny.fire to the house.” Reference had been 
made to # certain document ‘which had 
been read, which should not have been 
read, and had it been admissible he should 
have had to cross-examine about the trans- 
Jation of that document. The firo was put 
out in fiftoon minutes, and the defendant 


was free for several hours to. make his: 


escape, but he did not go away ; he went 
straight to his mother’s house. Five other 
defendants had been charged and after- 
wards roleased. Tho first to be released 
was the tailor, and if anybody raiséd sus- 
picion it was this man. At the Ma- 
gistracy he raid he elept outside tho 
accountant’s -room, ond at this trial he 
said he leptin tho acoountant’s room. He 
was also, on his own evidence, the last man 
awake on the premises. If the prisoner 
was undertaking the job of setting fire to 
the house woutd he have allowed tho tailor 
to remain in’ that room all night? . Might 
not the fire hava been causad by the three 
men who were sleeping on the top floor? 
‘The tins of kerosine might have been sont 
down the rope in the smoke-stalk ; ono of 
the tina bore traces of a rope having been 
tied round it. The men_then may have 
gone down thestaircase and entered through 
the shop to the acoountant’s room, and made 
the preparations for the fre. He saide 
weaker case could hardly be brought bofore 
the court.whon it was closely examined, 
Tho Attorney-General at the outsst ask- 
.ed the jury to utterly ignore the document 
which he had brought forward in his open- 
ing statement purporting to come from the 
master of the shop, as his Lordship had 
ruled if was not admissible. -He asked thom 
to try the case solely upon the-cvidence 
given in the Court. There was no other 
conclusion possible, considering the position 
of the tins of kerosine, that the fire was an 
act of incondiarism.” The jury must come 
toa reasonable conclusion, snd waa it roa- 


sonable to assume that anyono would take'| w; 


the trouble to go into the sccountant’s room 
and place the kerosine tins'on tho middle 
shelf, when they could have been easily 
piled under the staircase without rousing 
the sleeping men?

THE DANGERS OF ATHLETICISM. 


In the course of an article in the Sitrr. 
day Review on ‘Athleticism in the Scale,’ 
the late Sir Benjamin Ward Richardson 
obsorved that at the present moment wo 
are so proud of athleticism that it ia be- 
coming doubtful whether we are not going 
asttny with regard to it. It-is clear, con- 
tinues the writer, that we cannot lovk round 
and take note of our.contemporarics in any 
depariment of life without feeling certain 
that many who atand In the first rank are 
not indebted in any way to any physical 
powers which they may, have cultivated for 
the development of their mental or 
ganisation, and I inay include in that ob- 
servation, also, somo mon of past. history. 
Yet, as a matter of history, the physical 
development comes first and proves that 
good physical work should be cultivated. 
The dangor lics not in tho cultivation of 
it, but in the over-cultivation, and the 
tendency now is towards the Iutter. Lean 
remomber when exercises of a phynical 
Kind were limited in number ; when cricket 
and rowing were almost the only‘ones, and 
when rowing was tho only exercise that led 
to any contiderable risk of ovér-strain, 
Now both these exercises are being pushed 
to excess; while others which are vory 
Popular, such as football, cycling, and 
pedestrianism, aro alluring men’ to an 
over-cultivution of certain parts of the 
bedy that should bo shunned, that 
destroys its own object in 80 far os 
badily perfection is cuncerned, and that 
certainly when it renders the body impor? 
fect injures the! mind of the uwner agd of 
those who unfortunately spring from him. 

The grand natural Icsson we have to 
Jearn is to cultivate health ; to overcome 
the exceysive desire of competition; to be 
strony and skilful and enduring, bus not 
ambitious aiter the manner of childron 
who wish to be at tho head or nowhere ; 
and to remember when we use violent 
exortions that there are certain party of 
the body, vital parts, on which the mental 
work depends, and which, are easily 
ruined. The body can be killed through 
one organ, and in youth and middle-ago 
mortal injury of bedy and mind comes 
usually through one organ as the primary 
seat of evil ; it is an evil of frequent.occur- 
rence and greatly on the inereaso, A man 
is said to ‘throw himsclf heart and soul 
into his work.’ Such aman is ‘in danger, 
He has four great parts ‘of his body to 
consider~his heart und blood system ; his 
lungs and other organs associated with 
breathing ;. hia muscles; his brain and 
nervous system. But he does not heed 
thom at all. Heruns.or cycles excessively, 
and in a much shorter time than he has 
tho least idea of, he makes his 
heart too ‘strong for the rest of his 
oraganism and endangers the finer ramifi- 
cations of the vessels which are under the 
domination of the heart. He rows without 
studying consequences, and long before he 
is convinced of injury, he has produced ‘an 
injury of the chest mechanism which may 
soon be permanently established. He takes 
to some muscular training which puts the 


muscular organs to an-extreme ef-tension-;-| 


largo and small muscles aliko are oz- 
posed to strain, both tho strong muscles 
that give propulsion and. the delicato 


muscles that guide, and, before he has ho-| 


come conscious of the error he has commi- 
ted, he is w strained: man, from which.pre- 
dicament he is fortunate if he mako any- 
thing like a complete recovery. Another 
man enters into competitions in which hia 
mental organs are kept .awake for long 
intervals, charged with expectation, auxic: 
ties, fears, nay excess of satisfaction, and 
while he is yet young he grows old.
